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CA PASTORS CALL 
FOR TEXACO 
BOYCOTT

SANDIEGO (AP)— Presbyterian cler- 
gyman Herbert Christkicked off a boycott 
of Texaco on Wednesday, cutting up his 
credit card to protest racist comments 
attributed to the oi! company’s execu- 
tives. 

About a dozen ministers and business 
officials urged consumers to shun Texaco 
products, cut up credit cards and sell 
shares until the oil giant’s leadership is 
replaced. Organizers said their idea will 
spread, 

‘Company officials did not return tele- 
phone messages seeking comment on the 
boycott, but two employees involved in 
the tape-recorded discussion in August 
1994 were suspended Wednesday. 

Protest organizers refused to speculate 
òn the boycott’s impact, saying they plan 
to sell the idea to their national organiza- 
tions, including the National Baptist Con- 
vention of America and the Presbyterian

Howard Brotman said he was not sur- 
prised racism exists but that a major cor- 
poration allowed such ideas to be openly 
expressed and tolerated. 

Several organizers also noted their an- 
nouncement coincided with the passage of 
Proposition 209, a state proposition that 
bans racial and sex preferences in public 
hiring, contracting and education, 

“It’sironic that virtually the same time 
this state passed Proposition 209 that we 
have this publicity about the situation at 
Texaco,” said Gary Lynn of the United 
Way of San Diego. “Texaco provides a 
dramatic example of why affirmative ac- 
tion is still needed.” 


BOBBY BROWN 
ASSAULTSUIT 
SETTLEDFORNOW

ORLANDO, FL (AP)—The state 
dropped charges today against singer 
Bobby Brown, who was arrested after a 
nightclub brawl last year and accused of 
beating a patron after an argument over a 
woman. The charges of aggravated battery 
and disorderly conduct against Brown, 
oneof his bodyguards anda publicist were 
dropped because the beating vietim has 
agreed to settle a civil suit and refuses to 
prosecute, said Assistant State Attorney 
Bob Welch. 

Butthecriminal charges may berefiled 
at a later date, Welch said. 

Robert Buonauro, Orlando attorney 
forthe New Jersey performer, said Brown 
did not want to settle the ciyil suit but that 
the costs of defending his bodyguard 
againstliability would bea financial drain. 
rown never touched the guy and 
there is no question in my mind we had an 
excellent eriminal case,” Buonauro told 
reporters outside the courthouse. 

Brown, wasen route to Orlando for the 
Start of his trial when he leamed of the 
prosecutor's intentions, Buonauro said.

HAITIAN CITIZENS

ENVIRONMENTAL 
ACTIVISTS PROTEST 
SALE OF “SUPERCROP” 


The world’s first major harvest of 
genetically engineered “super 
crops” is underway in the United 
States, spurring activists to step up 
their efforts to prevent these crops 
from reaching consumers, reports 
IPS. Ronnie Cummine, director of 
Pure Food Campaign, a project of 
the Washington DC.-based Foun- 
dation on Economic Trends (FET), 
‘said that U.S. farmers are about to 
harvest 1 million acres of soy- 
beans, half million acres of corn, 2 
million acres of cotton, and pota- 
toes that were grown from several

GOVERNMENTS TO 
AVOID POVERTY ISSUE 


The Sustainable Development 
Summit, planned for Santa Cruz, 
Bolivia, in December, may not 
come off as planned if the poverty 
issue is not dropped. Bolivia's 
Gozalo Sanchez de Lozada ad- 
ministration and other regional na- 
tions, proposed the poverty issue 
and its interdependence on sus- 
tainable development as the main 
issue for discussion during the 
‘Summit. But, the only way to “save 
the Summit” now is to leave the 
social focus aside, diplomatic 
sources who preferred to remain 
anonymous, told IPS. Bolivia’s 
Sanchez, retuming from a recent 
trip to Spain and Germany, said 
poverty was not a “crucial” issue 
for the agenda on sustainable or 
ecologically conceived develop- 
ment. Although he has altered his 
Position, he maintains, that the so- 
cial issue of poverty is implicit in 
Sustainable development. The 
Summit agenda discussion will 
Continue this week in two technical 
meetings between Bolivia, Brazil, 
Canada, United States, Mexico 
who organized the meeting in the 
Context of the Organization of 
American States (OAS).—SANTA

Lula B. Wil 


New Senate Bill will toughen 
penalties for church arsonists 


TRENTON—Legislation spon- 


f sored by Assemblyman Tom Smith 


that would impose tougher penalties 
for arsonists who target churches, 


Í synagogues and other places of wor- 


ship in the state was approved by the 
Assembly. 

Under the legislation, A-2166, an 
act of arson against houses of wor- 
ship would becomeafirst-degree crime, 
with a maximum penalty of 20 years in 
jail and a $100,00 fine. The arsonist 


would haveto serve a mandatory mini- 
mum of 15 years in jail. 

To date, more than 30 black 
churches in the south have been 
burned since January 1995. In New 
Jersey, the One Voice Baptist Church 
in Tinton Falls was burned beyond 
repair. According to Smith, investiga- 
tors have labeled the cause of the fire 
as arson. 

“These fires are one of the most 
hideous despicable acts upon one of 


the freedoms that we most cherish, the 
fundamental freedom of religion,” 
Smith. “Weneed forall religious, civic 
and governmental communities to rise 
up against these acts of hatred and 
stand together to fight for all people.” 

Earlier this year, Smith hosted an 
ecumenical gathering of religious lead-

TRENTON—Governor Christie 
Whitman recently announced that 
premiums paid by New Jersey em- 
ployers for workers’ compensation 
insurance will go down for the second 
consecutive year. At the same time, 
benefits paid to injured workers will 
go up. This back-to-back reduction in 
cost to businesses occurs for the first 
time in a’decade. 

Beginningin January 1997, premi- 
ums will be reduced by an average of 
11.2 percent for about 169,000 busi- 
nesses, for a total savings of about 
‘$218,000,000. 

The Compensation Rating and 
Inspection Bureau, an arm of the De- 
partment of Banking and Insurance, 
recommended the decrease based on 
improved loss ratios — the compari- 
son of losses to premiums.
